After some further questioning, the witness 
was dismissed and Mr. Wheeler was sum- 
moned.

Secret Phones for Gamblers?

President Roosevelt Wallops 
Bishop of London at Tennis,

PRELATE IS HARD TO LICK. 


Might Have Been a Different Story If 
They’d Played Singles. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 27.—[Special. 1 
The bishop of London went down to defeat 
at the hands of President Roosevelt on the 
White house tennis court this afternoon. His 
magnificent service was usually promptly re- 
turned, and the president puzzled him a great 
deal by deftly placing the ball at points where 
the bishop was not. 

But the bishop cannot be blamed by any 
means for defeat. Had he played singles 
with the president probably he would have 
‘won. Ast was, doubles were played. The 
bishop’ s partner was Secretary Garfield, 
| himself a good player, but he was off form to- 
day. 

Assistant Attorney General Oat. depart- 
ment justice, was the president’s partner, and 
he played splendidly, countering on the more 
difficult Arives and clearing the net in a way 
to elicit frequent commendation from the 
great English divine. 

The lone spectator and perhaps the referee 
of the match was Dr. Silas McBee, editor of 
the Churchman. The bishop has been Dr. 
McBee’s guest on Long island. Both men 
came to Washington today and were received 
at the White house, where they are staying. 


Bishop Eager for the Fray. 

Nothing would do the president but that 
the bishop should put on his tennis flannels 
and engage in a match with him and two of 
the members of the administration. The 
bishop was like a war horse, scenting the 
fray. He readily agreed to the president's 
proposition, hastened to change his clothes? 
and promptly at 4 o’clock appeared in the 
executive office arrayed in light flannel 
trousers, soft shirt with turndown collar, 
and necktie of dark brown. He wore dark 
brown tennis shoes. 

Looking him over, it was apparent to the 
president he was about to meet a foeman 
worthy of his racquet. Gerfield and Cooley 
soon arrived and the party adpourned to a 
court just in the rear of the executive office. 
Clean white balis were produced, a racquet 
was tossed up for position, and then Garfield 
and Bishop Ingram took the court they 
were to defend and the president and Cooley 
assumed positions opposite them. 

Play was fast and furious. The bishop is 
as light on hie feet asa boy of 19. He is as 
straight as a pine in spite of his fifty odd 
years, and has a curious way of jerking his 
sleeves up just before the ball énters into 
play. He grips is racquet near the top 
of the handle instead of at the base, as does 
the president, and strikes the ball with an 
underhand downward cut which causes it to 
curve to the left, and on striking the ground 
to rebound to the right. 

Keeps President on the Jump. 

It is a deceptive stroke, but it was not long 
before the president mastered it and he sent 
the ball back sometimes at the same rapid- 
ity with which it had been delivered, and 
sometimes slowly, causing the bishop or 
Secretary Garfield to run to the back of the 
court or to e eee to 
volley.

Temperance Indiana Laymen Defeat 
Plan to Send Him to Baltimore. 


Columbus, Ind., Sept. 27 [Special. Be- 
cause Vice President Fairbanks served 
cocktails with cherries in them at a dinner 
given in honor of President Roosevelt at 
Indianapolis last Memorial day he was de- 
feated here today as a candidate for lay 
delegate to the general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, which meets 
at Baltimore next May.

Every Ballot a Harder Rap. 

The Rev. Joshua Stansfield, pastor of the 
Meridian Street church, Indianapolis, of 
which the vice presid2nt is a trustee, was Mr. 
Fairbanks’ campaign manager. He brought 
him into the race and did what he could to 
elect bim. He made several speeches, in 
which he said that the defeat of Mr. Fair- 
banks would be a terrible blow to Methodism. 

Thig talk had but little effect on the tem- 
perance element and they held a sert cau- 
cus, at which they agreed to defeat Mr.

LOCKED UP AT HYDE PARK 


Confession Illustrated by Using 
Inspector Hunt as Dum- 
my Victim. 


Richard Walton, the negro arrested in 
Springfield for the murder of Mrs. Lillian 
White Grant in her apartment at 5620 Madi- 
son avenué, made a detailed confession last 
night of how he strangled the woman. The 
confession was secured after Walton had 
been brought from Springfield to Chicago and 
lodged in the Hyde Park police station. 

Walton had been subjected to a series of 
interviews with Chief of Police Shippy and 
Inspector Nicholas Hunt all day. He was 
roused from sleep early in the morning at 
Springfield and told of the evidence of his 
guilt in the hands of the police. From then 
on he was given little rest and finally at 10 
o'clock’ at night, after he was confronted 
with the friends he had depended upon to 
prove his aldi,“ he broke down and told 
all. 

Using Inspector Hunt as a dummy figure, 
Walton illustrated how he had tied the un- 
dervest dround the kindergarten teacher's 
neck and strangled her. He said that when 
he raised the window and entered the room 
she screamed. He put his knee on her breast 
and choked her, then knotting the undergar- 
ment around her neck. Then he stole her 
watch and money and fied. 


Dramatic Scene in Station. 


The confession was one of the most dramat- 
ic scenes ever witnessed in the station. Chief 
Shippy put the questions. Walton sat be- 
tween the chief and Inspecter Hunt. Stenog- 

er Sullivan took down the words as the 
negro uttered them. Walton seemed anxious 
to get the thing off his mind. He exonerated 
from all part in the robbery or murder 
Marcus De Horne, who had been arrested 
eaplier in the day on the statement of Wal- 
t in Springfield that De Horne was the 
murderer. When Walton finally admitted 
that it was no use in holding back the truth 
any longer, Chief Shippy said: 

Tou will plead guilty to this murder?“ 

„Tes, I will plead guilty. There will be 
no trial.“ 

Did you do the job yourself?” 

Tes: there was nobody with me.“ 

How did you get in the house?’ 


Way Prepared to Enter House. 


By the rear window. I had prepared the 
way earlier in the day.” 

How did you approach the house!“ 

By crawling up the back stairway.” 

** You are sure you were alone?’ 

“ Yes, I did it all alone.” 

Then you exonerate all others?” 

Tes.“ 

Did you attack this woman? 

No, my mother may be in her grave if I 
did.“ 

Did she scream?” 

Tes, a muffied scream as I raised the 
window and climbed into the room. She was 
in bed. I jumped at her and grabbed her 
by the throat to stop the screaming.’’ 

Did she struggle with you? 

** Yes, she struck me three or four blows in 
the face, She kept getting weaker and weak- 
er until the blows stopped.“ 

Did you kneel on her chest?“ 

Tes, I put my knee on her while choking 
her. She was lying partly on the bed with 
her feet on the floor. I saw the under vest 
on the floor and knotted it about her throat.” 


Inspector Hunt as Victim. 


Here Walton got up and took hold of In- 
spector Hunt, and showed bew he had killed 
Mrs. Grant. It was an experience that made 
the inspector tremble for a moment. Chief 
Shippy said it was the most dramatic thing 
he ever had witnessed in his police career.

Walton’s movements after the murder and 
until his capture had been told earlier in the 
day.

In- 
spector Hunt telephoned his men to arrest De 
Horne. The negro was found at 2068 La Salle 
street. Hestoutly denied the crime. He will 
be released today. 


Great Orowd at Depot. 


Walton was brought back from Springfield 
at 7:30 o’clock at night. A crowd of 2,000 
residents of Hyde Park and Kenwood sur- 
rounded the Hyde Park depot of the Illinois 
Central railroad. There was no demonstra- 
tion, wever. The great throng looked on 
silently as Capt. McWeeney and a detail of 
twenty-five policemen who had been in wait- 
ing, marched Walton to the patrol wagon 
and took him to the office of Inspettor Hunt. 

There he was confronted with De Horne, 
Lizzie Johnson, Mrs. Henzie Pearman, and 
Isabella Clark, all friends of his who kad 
given the police damaging evidence against 
Walton. He weakened gradually until the 
confession came. 

Beside the Grant case, Inspector Hunt 
thinks he may be able to connect Walton 
with the murder of Lizzie Schroeder, a 12 
year old girl who was killed near Gary, Ind. 
a month ago. The inspector has discovered 
that Walton was in Gary about the time of 
the Schroeder girl's death. 

It was in the Springfield jail, when he faced 
Chief Shippy and Inspector Hunt and was 
subjected to a hard string of questioning, 
that Walton made the first admissions of 
the crime. 

The chief and the.inspector went over to 
the jail to see the prisoner at 7 o'clock in 
the morning. Walton came into the room 
rubbing his eyes.

‘watch and ran. Grohs turned in pursuit and 
the negro fired a shot, hitting the tailor in 
the arm. Grohs is now in the hospital. 


WIFE SLAYER FOUND INSANE. 


Former Broker Frederick M. Fish of 
Evanston Is Committed to Sanitari- 
um at Kenilworth for Treatment. 
Frederick M. Fish, the broker who killed

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ASPHALT IN BAD CONDITION; 


$100,000 MORE FOR REPAIRS. 


Expert Rosewater Says More Rigid In- 
spection Is Needed—Good Pavement 
Will Last Much Longer. 


The bad condition of the asphalt streets of 
Chicago was emphasized again yesterday 
when the council finance committee voted an 
additional $100,000 to put them in repair. Al- 
ready this year $100,000 has been spent for 
this purpose, but it only covered the south 
and north sides, and the big west side is ask- 
ing for some street repairs. 

At the same t{me Andrew Rosewater, the 
city’s asphalt expert, made a report to the 
board of local improvements which practical- 
ly condemned all the asphalt work done in 
recent years in Chicago. He said that asphalt, 
if properly laid, was an ideal pavement, but 
that in order to have it properly laid it should 
be rigidly inspected, and for this a laboratory 
where chemical and physical tests could be 
made was necessary. 

There are hut two of the ten asphalt com- 
cerns in Chicago which employ chemists to 
make tests, said Mr. Rosewater. ‘“ More 
than that the contractors objected to allow- 
ing the city to make tests under the plea that 
they would disclose trade secrets, when as a 
matter of fact there are no trade secrets in 
the asphalt business except the amount and 
kind of adulterants which are used.’’ 

Mr. Rosewater also estimates it will take 
twenty-seven years’ to pave all the streets 
of Chicago, and the cost will be about $200,- 
000,000. Of the present 4,226 miles of streets 
and alleys only 1,542 miles are now paved. 
Of this 322 miles are laid with asphalt, 536 
mites with cedar black, 583 miles with ma- 
cadam, 92 with brick, and 57 with granite 
blocks. 

The finance committee settled the question 
of any immediate abandoning of the city hall 
when it voted $10,500 for the maintenance of 
the building until Jan. 1. \ 


CHANDLER SUCCESSOR CHOSEN. 


President Will Appoint Athens, O., Man 
as Head of Spanish Claims 
Commission. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 27.—[Special.]— 
William E. Chandler’s chair as head of the 
Spanish ¢laims commission has not been 
permitted to get cold. President Roosevelt 
has selected J. P. Wood of Athens, O., as 
his successor. 

The president desired to have the com- 
mission wind up its affairs under Chandler. 
The way in which the business before the 
body has been conducted, however, has pre- 
vented a settlement of all the claims pre- 
gented. The totab number of claims filed 
with the commission was 542, involving over 
$61,000,000. More than 850 cases have been 
dismissed, so less than 200 remain to be dis- 
posed of. 

The commission was organized in 1901 and 
was expected it would complete its work in 
two years at the most.

‘Personally I should find nothing in a 
candidacy for governor to induce me to 
abandon ‘this occupation again, but at the 
same time it should be remembered that no 
one declines to become a candidate for such 
high office if the nomination of his party be 


offered him. 
“ No one declines such a tender and no one 


ever will. Nevertheless, this statement leaves 
me free to say that I am in no sense a candi- 
date now for any political office.”’ 


STANDS PAT ON ITS BOYCOTTS. 


Federation of Labor to Publish “Unfair” 
Lists Until Prohibited by Su- 
preme Oourt. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 2T.—That the 
American Federation of Labor will continue 
to publish its boycott ist until prohibited by 
the court was specifically set forth in the 
answer of the federation to the complaint of 
the Buck Stove and Range company, asking 
for an injunction’ against such publication, 
which was filed in the Supreme court of the 
United States today. The federation denies 
any purpose of intimidating any one, but it 
admits that it has given its approval to cer- 
tain boycotts, and the fact of such action has 
been published. 


MUST HAVE NEW FOOD LABELS. 


Government Board Decides to Refuse 
Old Statements Not in Strict Com- 
pliance with the Law. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 27.—The board 
of food and drug inspection at the department 
of agriculture today decided to refuse to 
recommend an extension of the privilege 
by which under the pure food law labels 
printed and on hand on Oct. 16, 1906, which 
did not contain a misstatement as to charac- 
ter of contents, but which were not in strict 
compliance with other requirements of the 
regulations, might be used without fear 
of prosecution until Oct. 1, 1907.

FLEET ENDS LONG VOYAGE. 


First Division Reaches Frisco After 
Having Rofinded Horn. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 27.—[{Special.]— 
The exploits of the wireless telegraph force 
on the battleship fleet that arrived today were 
extraordinary. and it is believed the long dis- 
tance wireless record was beaten. 

The operator on the Pennsylvania was in 
communication with the wireless operator at 
Savannah, Ga., while the battleship was 
1,000 miles off the coast. This makes 4,000 
mites over which there was clear corm unica- 
gion by wireless. 

The Pennsylvania operator was also in 
communication with this coast when he was 
1 miles away, and he communicated 

ith Manila when 1,850 miles off the Philip- 
pine coast. : 

The first division of the Pacific fleet steamed 
through the, Golden Gate at sunrise this 
morning. The four vessels passed the heads 
in file formation, led by the flagship West 
Virginia, Then came the Colorado, the Mary- 
land, and the Pennsylvania. The arrival of 
the four ships marked the end of 7 36,000 
mile crulse, which began at Newport, R. I. 

Thousands of persons were gathered along 
the water front and on the hilltops command- 
ing a view of the bay to watch the ar- 
rival. Opposite North Beach the vessels 
slowed down to allow Chief Quarantine Offi- 
cer Hobdy to come aboard. All submitted 
their health certificates and were given clean 
bills. 

Adiniral Swinburne put off from his flag- 
ship, the cruiser Charleston, as soon as the 
West Virginia moored, and greeted Admiral 
Dayton, commander of the newly arrived 
squadron.

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| NEW YORK BROKERS’ KEY MEN 
STRIKE WITHOUT SANCTION? 


Sympathetic Walkout in Favor of Com- 
mercial Operators Reported by Chi- 
cago Man—Rely on President’s Aid. 


Telegraph operators employed in tha offices 
of New York brokers went on strike yester- 
day according to information received by 
striking key men in Chicago. The announce- 
ment was made by Frank Likes, who pre- 
sided at a meeting of striking operators held 
at Uhlich's hall, 26 North Clark street. Mr. 
Likes said the key men have gone out with- 
out obtaining the official sanction of the na- 
tional executive board in Chicago. 

He declared that the strike, which is a 
sympathetic walkout in favor of the com- 
mercial telegraphers’ strike, will put every 
wire in the New England states out of serv- 
ice. Chicago and all western cities, he said, 
will follow the example of the New York 
broker men if such action should become 
necessary to win the present fight. 

President Roosevelt will push the inquiry 
into the strike until intervention is success- 
ful and a settlement is reached, said the 
speaker. The companies will have to yield 
to public opinion.” 

In connection with the documentary state- 
ments to e submitted to President Roose- 
velt by the striking telegraphers, officials of 
the national organization are compiling fig- 
ures to show that the companies have made 
an unjustifiable increase in telegraph rates. 
It will be shown that the rates have been 
increased without a corresponding improve- 
ment in service and without bettering the 
condition of the operators. 


USES CITY STAR TO WIN FIGHT. 


Dog Catcher Arrested—Said to Have 
Intimidated Saloon Antagonist by 
Show of Authority. 


Michael Walsh, 26 years old, 664 Morgan 
street, a city dog catcher, is under arrest 
at the Maxwell street police station on a 
charge of assault and battery made on Sam- 
uel Hochfelder, 55 years old, 116 West Four- 
teenth place.

HONOR DEAD AT GETTYSBURG. 


Monument to New York State Troops 
Killed Is Unveiled at Famous 
Battle Place. 


Gettysburg, Pa., Sept. 27.—The state of 
New York this afternoon dedicated the 
bronze and marble monument on Culp’s hill 
erected by the state to commemorate the 
services of Gen. George Sears Greene and 
the nine New York regiments under his com- 
mand engaged in the night fight of July 2, 
1863. Maj. Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, U. S. A., 
retir3d, chairman of the New York monu- 
ment commission, an officer at Gettysburg, 
presided. The monument was unveiled by 
George S. Greene Jr. Addresses were mads 
by Col. Lewis R. Stegman, One Hundred and 
Second New York volunteers, and by Gov. 
Charles E. Hughes in bzhalf of the state. 
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Merit Board, Stirred by Recent 
Revelations, Takes Rad- 
ical Action. 


TO SIFT ELIGIBLE LISTS. 


Record of Every Man Who Passes 
Present Examinations to 
Be Looked Up. 


Stirred by the recent revelations as to the 
kind of men who are getting on the police 
' force the civil service commission took radi- 
cal action yesterday. It was determined that 
the commission, after all the examinations 
provided by law are finished, shall conduct 
an examination of its own before the name 
of an applicant shall go on the eligible lists. 
This examination is not to be as to an ap- 
plicant’s mental or physical ability, the legal 
tests are supposed to determine this, but 
as to his record, bis habits, and his moral 
character. It is to apply to all depart- 


ments. 

It was the disastrous experience which the 
police department has been having with its 
probationary patrolmen, an experienée of 
which Chief Shippy has been complaining 
bitterly and of which the commission has 
had personal knowledge through the week- 
ly sessions of the trial board, which called 
the attention of the body to the necessity 
of making some change in present methods, 
So the three commissioners gave up all of 
yesterday afternoon to considering the mat- 
ter and when they were done thought they 
had come near to solving the problem, 


Needed Money to Be Provided. 

The plan will require money, of course, but 
the finance committee was in session at the 
time and President Lower of the commis- 
sion went to the other end of the hall and 
laid the matter before Chairman Bennett of 
the committee. That alderman at once ap- 
proved and promised that the committee 
would find what cash was necessary. 

The plan is used by every business man 
who hires an office boy and every housewife 
who employs a cook. But in the case of 
minor employés of the city of Chicago it 
has been different. If the applicant could 
pass the required examination that was all 
that was asked. His name was put on 
the eligible list. He might be an ex-convict 
and if not recognized could pass muster. 

For the police force two examinations are 
held, physical and mental. The latter is 
stmple; to pass it requires but the most or- 
dinary education and intelligence. Thephys- 
ical test is stringent, but it has been demon- 
strated frequently that because a man is 
physically perfect is no proof that his char- 
acter or habits are such as to make it safe to 
put him in uniform, pin a star on his breast, 
hang a club to his belt, place a revolver in 
his pocket, and send him out to protect or 
endanger, as the case may be, the lives and 
property of the citizens of Chicago. 


won Begin New Plan at Once. 

Bo the commission decided to begin its 
work with the applicant at the recent exam- 
ination for policemen. Thirty-one hundred 
applied and 2,000 tried the physical examina- 
tion. Of these 900 passed and the mental ex- 
amination is expected to bring this figure 
down to 600. Under the old system these 600 
names would have gone on the eligible list. 
But the real test of the list is to come later. 

After a consultation with Chief Shippy it 
was decided to divide the remaining names 
into lists of 100 and assign each 100 to a 
lieutenant in whom the chief and the com- 
mission has confidence. Four were picked out 
yesterday,.Lieuts. Cudmore, Jenkins, Plunk- 
itt, and O’Connor, and more will be added 
according to the number of men to be looked 
after. The chief agreed that to each investi- 
gating lieutenant should be assigned all the 
men necessary to enable him to make a com- 
plete examination as to the record and char- 
acter of applicants for the force. 


Would Make Rule General. 

While it was the troubles among the new 
men on the police force which brought about 
the action, Commissioner Carter insisted that 
the rule should apply to all branches of the 
public service, and Commissioners Lower 
and McKinley agreed with him. 


BOLTS IN FRISCO LABOR PARTY. 


One Faction Steps Aside Because Candi- 
date for Mayor Is Too Close to 
the Grafters. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 27—([Special.j— 
Although P. H. McCarthy was nominated for 
mayor last night by the union labor conven- 
tion there were two bolts which do not augur 
good for the success of the union labor party. 
One was the bolt of the Casey delegates, who 
object to McCarthy because of his close 
affiliation with Schmitz and the grafters, and 

he other was by Thomas Eagan, who has 
controlled the local union labor party for 
six years, but who has been outgeneraled 
by McCarthy. Casey’s delegation will draw 
off 2,000 votes, and Eagan controls more, 
but the union labor leaders declare they will 
win easily despite these desertions.

HAVANA, Sept. 27.—Pinar del Rio was ex- 
cited last night by constant rumors of an 
open outbreak. The followers of the leaders 
who were arrested and lodged in jail here 
on Wednesday are angry. One of the leaders 
in the town of Pinar del Rio is the fail 
warden. The American officers were in- 
formed late last evening that if an outbreak 
occurred this man intended to take to the 
woods, first releasing all the prisoners in 
his charge. 


Armed Patrol of Americans. 


Col. Parker, upon receipt of this informa- 
tion, stationed an armed patrol of American 
soldiers around the jail, This is the most 
belligerent stand yet taken by the Ameri- 
cans. 9 

While every one in the province of Pinar 
del Rio is much worried, it is believed that 
the arrest of Parra, Ducasse, and Miret will 
serve as a warhing, and there will be no 
insurrection. A special judge of the Audien- 
cia was delegated by Gov. Magoon to in- 
vestigate the conspiracy. This may lead to 
other arrests. 


Seek Release of Prisoners. 


The palace is inundated with telegrams 
and letters from various points of the island 
congratulating the officials upon the course 
taken. Politicians are working for the re- 
lease of the prisoners, with the exception of 
Parra, in whom no one seems to be interested. 
He apparently has no affiliation with the 
politicians, and because of this everybody 
seems to be willing that the blame for the 
trouble be laid upon him. 
are endeavoring to convince Gov. Magoon 
of the complete innocence of Ducasse. 

Gen. Gomez, one of the liberal candidates 
for the presidency, who tolerated fiery anti- 
American sentiments while he was present at 
political meetings, has received an intimation 


from the government that he would better 


exercise more discretion. 


PRINCE’S SLIDING ACT FATAL. 


Lieutenant in Prussian Footguards At- 
tempts Balustrade Feat and Falls, 
Fracturing His Skull. 


POTSDAM, Prussia, Sept. 27.—Prince 
Charles Gustave von Thurn und Taxis was 
accidentally killed at the regimental mess 
of the Prussian footguards last night. It 
was guest night at the mess and the 
prince, who was a lieutenant in the First 
regiment of Prussian footguards, was stand- 
ing on the top of the steps leading down 
from the entrance of the mess, when he an- 
nounced his intention of sliding down the 
balustrade. He started to do so, but lost his 
balace, fell to the bottom of the steps, frac- 
tured his skull, and died almost immedi- 
ately. 
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Brave Mother Victim of Flames 
Trying to Reseue Children. 


BABES PLAY WITH MATCHES. 


Collapse of Structure Aids Fire to Make 
Its Work Complete. 


Carmi, III., Sept. 27.—[Special.}—In @ vain 
attempt to save the lives of her two children 
and a neighbor’s boy, with whom they were 
at play, Mrs. Laurie Ellison, aged 26, lost her 
own life and failed in her heroic mission, 
Last night her children Charles, aged five, 
and Bthel, aged three, went with Leonard 
Sargent to an old hay shed near New Haven, 
a village twenty miles south of thia city, and 
the three climbed up into the hay. The 
mother was visiting at a neighbor's and did 
not mies the little ones for some time. 

Building Falls; All Perish. 

Seeing flames shooting from the hay shed 
and failing to find her children, she at once 
started for the burning building. She arrived 
in time to hear the heart breaking cries for 
help by the children, who were entirely sur- 
rounded by the flames. Unmindful of self 
and with a spirit of true heroism, the mother 
rushed into the blaze. She had gone only a 
few feet when the building collapsed and 
thwarted her efforts. All four were burned: 
so as to be unrecognizable, after suffering 
indescribable agony. The children were first 
to be stilled. 


Hear Mother's Ories; Cannot Aid. 
Neighbors who had arrived and were pow- 


| erless to rescue the mother heard her agon- 


izing shrieks as the flery tongues of flame 
made her a human martyr. 

It is supposed that the children had taken 
matches with them and in play had built a 
bonfire in the center of the shed. All four of 
the victims were buried this afternoon. The 
mother and her two children were placed in 
the same grave.

GRIDIRON- STARS 


WITH ANY RULES 


Eckersall Says Great Men of 


Years Ago Would Play 
Brilliantly Today. 


HEFFELFINGER A TYPE, 


Natural Prowess of Players As- 


sured Them Success Under 
Any Regulations. 


BT WALTER H. ECKERSALL, 
The name of Heffelfinger: will abide in foot - 
ball annals as long as there is any football. 


Heffelfing2r was a star player about fifteen . 


years ago, yet it may be doubted whether his 
equal as a guard has ever been known. In 
the list of really great players since the '80s 
his nams stands out with undimmed bright- 
ness to this day. 

The game has undergone many changes in 
the last twenty years and underwent {ts most 
pronounced and best change in 1906, but such 
was the natural prowess of its great men 
that any of them could hav: performed as 
brilliantly under one set of rules as another. 
The Heffelfingers and Riggses, Cowans and 
Newells, Camps and Poes of long ago would 
have been as much at home with the forward 
pass, onsid: kick, ten yard rule, and neutral 
zone as any of the stars of the present day. 

Earliest in the selection comes Walter 
Camp, who played the game in the early '80s 
and was as good a player as he is a coach. 
Camp was a half back, fast, elusiva in run- 
ning, and a fine all around actor on the grid- 
iron. If there be any so benighted as not to 
know where he played it may be said that it 
was at Yale. 


Terry a Great Player. 

A few years after Camp's time there was 
in New Haven another half back, Terry by 
name. He and Richards were a mighty pair 
of half backs and wonderful kickers. Con- 
temporaneous with them was Moffat of 
Princeton, another accomplished toe artist. 
Terry and Richards are out of the game en- 
tirely except as spectators, but Moffat still 
coaches occasionally. 

Heffelfinger and Riggs were rival guards 
for several years, the one at Yale and the 
other at Princeton, and both were in the 
top notch division. Other great players at 
that time were: McClung, the fast dodging 
half back; Pa Corbin, the center; and 
Winter, the tackle. They were all Yale men, 
as was Harry Beecher of quarter back fame. 

Another great player who achieved his 
fame at Yale was Butterworth, a great 
punter. On the same team with Butterworth 
was Hinkey, the greatest end of all time, ac- 
cording to former critics, for he had the un- 
usual distinction of being placed on the All 
American team four successive years. Thorne 
succeeded Hinkey as captain of the. Yale 
eleven and was a powerfully built man. His 
run from a fake in the Princeton game in 
1895 stamped his name high in the hall of 
fame at Yale. After this extraordinay feat 
Richard Harding Davis referred to him thus: 
Some men play football and some make 
football history.“ 


Gordon Brown, Yale Star. 

Yale’s next great player was Gordon Brown, 
guard for four years on the All-American 
team and captain of the eleven in 1900 when 
Yale made the largest scores against Har- 
vard and Princeton of any team. Princeton 
was beaten 29 to 5 and Harvard 28 to 0. 

More recent players of greatness at Tale 
were Rockwell and Shevlin t Snevlin was the 
embodiment’ of speed And power, and the 
more important the game the better he 
played. Forbes was another man who had all 
the qualifications of football greatness. 

Great Princeton players of the early days 
were Snake’’ Ames, Poe, and Cowan. 
Phil King and Billy Church were men who 
have made great reputations. ‘‘ Doc Hille- 
brand and Wheeler are two more of a later 
date who have won their spurs at Old Nassau. 
Cochran and De Witt also were famous. 
Cochran's superb end playing, when he shift- 


| ed from full back to that position, established 


his claim to greatness, while De Witt's kick- 
ing and habit of doing big deeds in a pinch 
conspired to make him one of the most lu- 
minous figures of the sport. Arthur Poe and 
Ralph Davis were other Tiger heroes. 


Holden Remembered. 


Holden, who played half back at Harvard 
in 88, was a mighty player, as was Lewis, 
the center, who came later. Newell, tackle, 
is considered the best linesman who ever 
wore the Crimson. He was on the All-Amer- 
ican team for four years, and was short and 
broad in build, strong, resolute, and a born 
football player. Waters played at this time 
and he was a man of great versatility, play- 
ing guard, tackle, and half back. Charles 
Daly, one of the most gifted of quarter 
backs, was a Harvard product, as was Camp- 
bell, captain of the team that beat Yale in 
1901 and considered the best end Harvard 
ever had. 

Pennsylvania has turned. out such noted 
players as Brooke, Wharton, Hare, Bul, 
Stevenson, and Gelbert. Osgood also played 
football at Penn, but he started out at Cor- 
nell and should be considered a Cornell prod- 
uct. 

Carlisle Men Also Make History. 

The Carlisle Indians have furnished great 
players in Hudson, the quarter back, and 
Pierce, the guard. A great West Point 
player of several seasons ago was Scales. 
Tipton, center of the army team in 1904, was 
as good a pivot man as ever played the po- 
sition. Hubbard of Amherst, Barry of 
Lafayette, Dunn of 
Penn State, Wyckoff of Cornell, and Weeks 
of Columbia are players whose deeds on 
the gridiron entitle them to be classified as 
great. There are men now in college who 
bid fair to land in the great clasé before

In one word, that she has extortsd 
money from the house of Hapsburg in this 
fashion. 

The ex-Countess Larisch ig the daughter of 
Duke Louis of Bavaria, the empress of Aus- 
tria’s eldest brother, by his marriage with 
an actress of ths name of Henrietta Mendel, 
who was created by the late king of Bavaria 


Baroness Wallersee. The empress adopted 


her little niece, brought her up almost en- 
tirely at ths court of Austria, and when she

_ JUDGES WILL VETO PLAN. 


State Law Provides That Only 


Whitewash Shall Be Used 
in the Interior. 


“To whitewash or to paint?” ts the ques- 
tion that is likely to bring about the first 
real clash between Sheriff Btrassheim and 
the judges of the Criminal court-when the ju- 
gists start their long promised investigation 
ef the county jall scandals. . 

The sheriff has high ideals of art and he 
wants to give them scope and expression in 
mural decorations of oils and pigments. He 
prefers paint to whitewash. He knows that 
the *‘ jail law expressly provides that the 
only kind of mural decoration on jail walls 
“shall be the mixture of slack lime and 
water. But he says he will not whitewash. 

His antipathy to“ whitewash at this time 
is a puzzle to his political enemies who have 
been watching the development from day to 
day of the abundant crop of jail scandals un- 
der the Strassheim-Langeloh rule. 


Finds Expert in Bridewell. 

It was the sheriff's effort to secure the free 
gervices of an expert dscorator and painter, 
Douglas Marshall, by getting him trans- 
ferred from the bridewell to the jail, that led 


‘to the revelation of the high art plan for 


beautification of the jail. 
“Bven if my plan to got Marshal to do 


„the painting is thwarted I still will have it 


done,” said Mr. Strassheim. 

“ But the judges may decide that you have 
no right to use paint.“ was suggested. 

„% That's so,“ he said, as if a new light had 
dawned on him. But fhe paint is prettisr.“ 
he added, and tis the paint for me. I want 
to make that jail a fairyland of rich and 
cheerful colors. It will be the beauty jail of 
the world before my term expires.“ 


Expects Judges to Tield. 

“Tf the judges should order you to use only 
whitewash, and if you should disobey that 
order, have you no fear they would have you 
locked up in your own ‘ fairyland jail’ for 
contempt of court?” he was asked. 

„ don't think that the judges, when they 
mvestigate, he said, “‘ will care to monkey 
to any great extent with the sheriff of Cook 
county.” 

Judge Kersten was not inclined to Jook 
with favor upon the sheriff's plan to paint 
the jail. 

It is specifically provided in the law that 
whitewash, not paint, shall be used,” said 
the judge. I believe it is generally recog- 
nized that lime is better for the health than 
paint. The paint and oils exude vapors more 
or less harmful, while the lime is innocuous.“

MONEY NEEDED FOR SCHOOLS 


Special Committee Will Take Definite 
Action on Tuesday. 


Condemnation suits for forty-five sites for 
public school playgrounds are to be dismissed 
by the board of education. This decision 
practically was reached yesterday afternoon 
at a joint meeting of the school management 
and buildings and grounds committees. 

On account of exceptions taken to the 
abandonment “of one or two individual sites 
fina] action was deferred to a special meeting 
of tha site committee to be held Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, but members of the committee ex- 
pressed the opinion that, with a few possible 
exceptions, the school board will dismiss the 
suits at once. 

The board can afford to wait for play- 
grounds until we hav> enough seats for the 
elementary school children,” said President 
Schneider in explaining the policy of re- 
trenchment. “ We are crippled now by lack 
of room in our buildings. Let us build for 
two years and than consider playgrounds. 
The paramount issue is the children.“ 

Ald. Michael Zimmer, chairman ot the 
} council committee on schools, appeared be- 

fore the committee with a special piea for 
the playground sites in connection with the 
Hammond and Pickard schools. He re- 
ceived no encouragement. 

This is not a matter in which we can show 
favoritism to any individual or neighbor- 
hood, said President Schneider. 

Ald. Zimmer took his seat without pressing 
the matter further, and the trustees—some 
of them—gasped. Inasmuch as the decisions 
of the school board in regard to building 
plans must pass through the hands of the 
council committee for its approval, the situa- 
tion was an interesting one. 

The average cost of the sites to be aban- 
doned would have been about $9,000. This 
amount, with the additional appropriation 
available, will be used by the board in erect- 
ing new school buildings and additions to 
buildings now in se. An appropriation of 
$4,000,000 has been made for building pur- 
poses. The list of twelve buildings to be 
erected during 1908 was published recently in 
THe TRIBUNE. Within the next two years 
it is expected that between thirty and thirty- 
five new structures will be erected. 

The annual exhibition of work done at 
‘the Chicago ‘vacation schools will open to- 
day at the Art institute and continue until 
Sunday, Oct. 18. Twelve vacation schools 
will exhibit work in cooking, sewing, man- 
ual training, drawing, basketry, hammered 
metal, eto. The usual Art institute admission 
fee will be charged, with free admission on 

Sundays, Wednesdays, and Saturdays.

Thie affair, de- 
scribed by Merimée as a young man's ad- 
venture, lasted a week and then came Mus- 
set, with the exception of Chopin; her most 
distinguished lover. As Tor Musset's poetry 
there can be but one opinion, and for Musset 
the man but one opinion that is, that he was 
a degenerate of the most approved type. 

George Sand was 38, Chopin 28 when they 
came together and he was her last grand 
passion. Marie Wodzginska having tossed his 
heart away, George Sand caught it midair. 
As she had nursed Musset through delirium 
tremens, she nursed Chopin through con- 
sumption. Although he was already famous 
Chopin had no money and the household was 
supported by George Sand, She was over- 
worked and was anxious and worried about 
many things. She had to sit up all night to 
earn her living—she was just then writing 
Spiridion—and in the day time she had to 
face all the troubles with servants and the 
trades people, as well as to give their lessons 
to Maurice and Solange.“

feeling that to enjoy this book to the full 
one must have sojourned in Egypt—Egypt,. 


whose name seems to satisfy something 
fundamental in our natures, as if our mem- 
ories, by some heroic feat, reached back 
through the centuries, to sorrow, and tri- 
umphs, and scenes which we could not name, 
nor yet even think.

$3,456,200 cash. Of this amount $1,059,200 
went to the interior and $2,487,000 to the sub- 
treasury. 

The movements of money, together with 
other considerations, suggest that the state- 
ment today will be an unfavorable one. 


Copper Output Again Curtailed. 

It is announced that the production of cop- 
per in the Butte camp, and particularly Amal- 
gamated Copper company mines, has been 
still further reduced until now it is not more 
than 35 per cent of normal. + 

. Meanwhile, the United Metals Selling com- 
pany yesterday quoted electrolytic at 15c a 
lb, while the New York metal exchange 
quoted a reduction of Me in all grades of cop- 
per, with lake at 14%c bid, electrolytic 14%, 
and castings l4c. 

But, with all the reductions that ha ve taken 
place, no demand of consequence has sprung 
up. At 15c the large producers were certain 
last week that consumers would come into 
the market. They have not done so, and this 
is a discouraging phase in the New York 
stock market situation. 


Railroads Cut Expenditures. 

According to Wall street information the 
shrinkage in orders for equipment by the 
railroads next year will be heavy. The 
Vanderbilt lines contemplate purchasing 200 
locomotives in 1908 as compared with 500 in 
1907. The freight car purchases will be in- 
significant, whereas in the current year or- 
ders aggregated 16,000 cars. Expressed in 
dollars the Vanderbilts will spend $5,000,000 
next year against $30,000,000 this year. 

Expenditures of the Pennsylvania for 
equipment are declared to be enormously re- 
duced. The road will not require more than 
$5,000,000 of equipment next year against the 
$30,000,000 expended in 1907. The Harriman 
orders for 125 locomotives next year are 50 
per cent of what they were this. 

There has been a suspension of new note 
issues and some of the roads are planning to 
get through next year with but a small 
amount of borrowing. These conditions 
must necessarily lead to easier money within 
the next few months. At present, however, 
there is no cessation in the demand for ac- 
commodation. But retrenchment is under 
way in full volume, and the money market 
cannot escape the ease which is certain to 


follow.
